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Part I: What ls Wrong With The Parliamentary System?

The Parliamentary procedure and the structure of party politics in the British Isles is 
considered to be highly respected throughout the whole of the Western world. As English 
citizens in what the mass media are fond of referring to as "a democratic country”, we must 
look around us and try to discover if this is really the case. 

In a modem age of decadence, which has seen materialism gain an indomitable foothold in 
our society, the English nation seems to be in great social and economic decline. Even 
morality has become virtually non-existent and the biggest tragedy of all is that people seem 
to have no hope of ever reversing this desperate situation. Indeed, the vasi majority of 
English men and women are subject to the manipulative demands of a tiny minority of 
super-rich Capitalists. If a "Democratic country" is attained by the widespread promotion of 
sexual perversion and drug abuse, or if “the Democratic Constitution” results in an 
unbelievable overspill of homelessness and poverty, then there is only one thing for it; we 
must bring down the whole "Democratic" System and expose it as a calculated plan that has 
been designed to deceive millions of unsuspecting people. If the ancient Greek 
philosophers, themselves the ideological forebears of Democracy, were to appear in the 
House of Commons today, they would be totally unable to recognise the governmental 
process so integral to our political system. After all, they would have defined Democracy as 
being “government for the people, by the people”. Hardly a fair description of the British 
electoral procedure! À 

During the course of this essay, the reader will discover why revolutionary nationalists 
reject the Parliamentary System in its entirety. Forget any cherished ambitions of 
resurrecting what seems at first glance to be "an English tradition", reform is not the answer. 
You are about to find out why we must disband the System and replace it with a unique 
form of decentralised self-government - known as Popular Rule. 

So why must we discard the Parliamentary System? Our first task shall be to examine the 
electoral process and comment on the way it works; with all due criticism, of course. 

Under the present System, it is claimed that people are able to vote for the political party 
of their choice, and that if you elect a particular candidate within your area and make him or 
her a Member of Parliament, that this person then becomes your "representative", This is a 
complete falsification of the reality, and people have no real say in the running of their local 
ward - let alone the nation. Po : 

It is a fact that if a party is elected into power, it has usually received much less than even 
half of the total number of votes cast by the electorate. In other words, there is always an 
overwhelming majority of people who voted against the winning party, rather than for it. 
The excuse for this discrepancy is that the party elected into power has received more votes a 
than any other party. So just because a particular party seems to be the most “popular” of all, 
it has the right to rule over the vast majority of people. To give a further example of this |

Now that the Parliamentary System has been exposed as nothing more than just a fraudulent 
means of keeping power from the English people, we need to examine the decentralised 
framework of Popular Rule and see if it really is an adequate solution, 

One country which has already established Popular Rule, or what they refer to as the 
Jamahiriya ot "State of the Masses", is Libya. Most people are brainwashed into regarding 
Colonel Qadhafi and the Libyan System as "a ruthless dictatorship". This is incorrect, and it 
is the sheer political dynamism of the Libyans, with their committed Opposition to both 
Capitalism and Marxism that has made them so unpopular with the "New World Order”.

Seventies, but whilst it is particularly useful for the simple fact that Qadhafi wrote his 
biueprint as a specific answer to the Parliamentary System, it is still some way from being 
an infallible handbook for the attainment of worldwide political liberty. Nevertheless, the 
Green Book is an excellent introduction to the Popular Rule framework and it is not 
surprising, therefore, that nations such as Ghana, Bukina Faso and more recently Uganda, 
have begun to construct their own societics along similar lines. The Libyan's have 
discovered the secret of harnessing the true voice of the people, and they are attracting the 
attention of political analysts from around the globe - no wonder the Zionist-controlled 
United States Government has spent the last ten years trying to find a reasonable excuse to 
attack Libya and destroy their economy once and for all. The threats directed towards Libya 
in the wake of their refusal to extradite two so-called "suspected terrorists responsible for 
the Lockerbie air disaster" is just one example of the fury of the supporters of a One World 
dictatorship, This is why it is absolutely essential for Qadhafi's Green Book to be read with 
an open mind.
